House Group Considers 
Air Corps Promotions 


Proposed legislation giving the Army 
Air Corps a system of temporary ad- 
vanced rank based on seniority instead 
of duty assignment was sent to Con- 
gress this week by the War Department 
and received the immediate attention of 
the Ilouse Military Affairs Committee. 

The measure, together with two other 
War Department sponsored bills of great 
importance to the Air Corps, were the 
subject of hearings held March 25 by ¢ 
subcommittee of the llouse Military 
Committee. Testimony was given by 
Departmental officials on HR 11080, re- 
defining the term “flying officer” so as 
to include officers no longer physically 
qualified for pilot duty but still fit for 
command and other Air Corps duty, and 
on HR 11920, authorizing the assignment 
of 1,350 Reserve officers to five year ac- 
tive duty tours. 

Under the plan approved by the War 
Department and the Chief of Air Corps 
the present advanced rank held by 468 
officers of all grades would be abolished 
and a temporary advancement of one 
rank only would be granted to some 340 
lieutenant colonels, majors and captains. 
Approximately, it is estimated, the 
senior 14 lieutenant colonels, the senior 
48 majors and the senior 287 cup 
tains, under the bill, introduced as 
HR 11971, would hold temporary rank 
in the next higher grade. They would 
still be permanently commissioned in the 
lower rank and would hold the advanced 
rank until regularly promoted under the 
basic Army promotion law. 

In order to eliminate possible objec 
tion on the part of officers of other 
arms and services, it is said, officers 
holding the temporary rank, under the 
bill, shall not be eligible to command 
outside the Air Corps “except by seni 
ority under his permanent commission.” 
An additional section of the bill author 
ives the President, with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, to appoint from 
among the permanent colonels and lieu 
tenant colonels of the Air Corps, a com 
manding general of the General Head 
quarters Air Force with rank of major 
general and a number of wing com- 
manders with rank of brigadier general. 
The number of brigadiers is left to the 
discretion of the Secretary of War in 
order to provide for additional wings 
created in the future.

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London Naval Conference Accomplished Nothing, Say Editors of Nation 


Accomplishments of the London Naval Conference during the four montis 
since it convened at London have been virtually nil. That is the opinion of the 
editors of the nation who have discussed the matter in their papers. The situation 
in a nutshell is this: Japan withdrew its delegates; Italy refuses to sign any 
agreement while the League of Nutions continues sanctions against her: Germany 
did not take part in the discussions because of French opposition. The accom- 
plishmeuts of the conference are this: No limitations have been set on the building 
programs, and powers signing the treaty shall annually exchange information re-

On Wednesday three 
nitions, Great Britain, the United States and France, will sign the treaty that has 
been drafted. Japan withdrew from the conference when America refused to 
consider her claim to parity. Italy continued in attendance, but declines to accept 
muy treaty while sanctions are continued in force against her. Germany did not 
appear, French opposition blocking that, but Berlin is expected to conclude with 
England separately a treaty identical in its provisions with those agreed to in the 
three-power pact. What will be done in the case of Russia, if anything, has not 
heen inmade clear, 

“In place of the Washington and London treaties’ formulation of ratios, the 
present treaty provides simply that the powers signing it shall annually exchange 
information vegarding building programs. No limits are set to those programs. 
Each nation is free to build as many ships as it likes, or can, and as fast as it 
likes, or can. Tf has been agreed that battleships shall not be larger than 35,000 
fons and shall not be armed with guns larger than i4-inch—-unless Japan declines 
to accept this minimum. Aireraft carriers will be limited to 22,000 tons and 6-inch 
vuns, submorines to 2.000 tons and S-inch guns. A ‘holiday’ is declared for six 
years (the duration of the treaty) in the construction of craft between 8,000 and

Grades and Ratings 

For the solution of the first problem 
the War Department has submitted to 
Congress a bill to authorize the Presi- 
dent to set the number of grades and 
ratings from time to time by executive 
order. The situation with regard to 
grades and ratings is particularly bad 
at this time. Under present conditions 
the number of men who may be in each 
pay grade and the number of men who 
may be given the various specialists 
ratings are fixed by percents provided 
in the National Defense Act. More than 
a year ago and prior to the increase in 
enlisted strength a study by the Depart- 
ment revealed that these percentages 
provided far too few men in the upper 
grades, and did not permit the appoint- 
ment of the number of specialists needed 
by a modern army with its highly tech- 


nical equipment, such as radio, motor 
transportation and other modernized 
electrical and mechanical equipment. 


Since that study the number of enlisted 
men has been increased from 118,750 to 
147,000 with no increase in the number 
of men in the upper grades and no in- 
crease in specialists, thus further ag- 
gravating the situation. 

The bill proposed by the War Depart- 
ment would repeal these inflexible per- 
centages in the National Defense Act 
and permit the President to set the num- 
ker in each grade in accordance with the 
needs of the service. Increasing the num- 
ber in the upper pay grades and the 
number of specialists will fullfil the mili- 
‘ary organizational needs of the service 
and increase the morale of the men 
— better opportunity for advance- 

ent, 

A system similar to that proposed for 
the Army is now in effect in the Navy 
Where the Secretary sets the number in 
tach grade. The study made by the Gen- 
eral Staff showed that in the Navy, with 
4 Smaller total enlisted strength, has 
about six times as many men in the 
Upper three pay grades. Also, recruits 
in the Navy are advanced to the sixth 
bay grade upon going to sea after three 
months service in a training station, 
While enlisted men of the Army have no 
sich automatic advancement and stay in 
the Seventh pay grade for an average of 
22 years. 

The flexibility permitted under the 
Proposed bill also would allow advance- 
ment of specialists beyond the sixth pay

Coast 
Guard representatives told the com- 
mittee that their reenlistments have been 
falling off, to the detriment of the ser- 
vice, since the allowances were discon- 
tinued. Many of the older enlisted men 
had come to count upon it to meet regu- 
lar expenses, schooling of children, in- 
surance, etc. Its loss is severely felt. 
Retired Pay 

Under present conditions an enlisted 
man with a specialist rating loses the 
advantage of his rating upon retirement 
and is forceed to retire with the meager 
pay based upon his grade. Recommenda- 
tions have been made that in computing 
his retired pay his entire active duty 
income, base pay plus specialist pay be 
taken into consideration. 

The injustice of this to the specialists 
who have served in a technical rather 
than a command position is evident. For 
example, a first class specialist in the 
sixth pay grade (the highest he can go) 
with over 20 years service receives the 
same active duty pay as a sergeant in 
the fourth pay grade with the same 
amount of service. Yet upon retirement 
the sergeant receives 50 per cent more 
than the specialist, including the commu- 
tation of quarters, fuel, light, ete., which 
is the same for all. If the retired pay 
could be based on actual active duty 
pay they would be on a par. 

Increased Pay 

There exists a real need, also, for a 
readjustment of the pay schedules to 
provide more pay for men of the higher 
grades who are making the service their 
eareer, The responsibilities of these 
non-commissioned officers are great and 
their duties of utmost importance to the 
service, If they are to be of utmost 
value to the Army they must be given 
pay adequate for the proper support of 
themselves and their families.

The 1937-42 Naval Treaty 


A naval limitation treaty 
Great Britain, France and the United 
States has been initiated by the repre- 
sentatives of those three States. Of the 
other two signatories of the original 
Washington treaty, Japan withdrew 
early in the session and Italy has re- 
fused to join any agreement affecting 
her navy while the sanctions imposed 
upon her by the League of Nations re- 
main in effect. 


In addition all quantitative limitation 
has been removed, that is to say there 
is no restriction placed upon any signa- 
tory in so far as numbers of ships are 
concerned. In this respect the only ad- 
vance that has been made over the 
conditions existing prior to the Wash- 
ington treaty in 1921-2 is the agreement 
among the three powers to notify each 
other of any new construction, any 
major alterations made and the num- 
bers and types of ships that may have 
been disposed of during the previous 
year. In addition the qualitative re- 
strictions on various types prevent the 
sudden advent of a new or greatly im- 
proved type of ship that might render 
vessels already built much less valuable 
or even obsolete. 

In deference to the wishes of Great 
Britain there is a temporary holiday in 
the construction of 8 inch gun cruisers. 
Our interests are protected in this 
measure because our 8 inch cruisers are 
so recently built that no replacements 
in the period covered by the holiday 
were contemplated. The age of capital 
ships was also increased from 20 to 26 
years, this will delay the time of re- 
placements and to that extent may be 
regarded as a restriction on building. 

We also agreed to limit the size of 
guns on capital ships to 14 inches. We 
would have preferred the 16 inch gun, 
but it was not a vital matter, On the 
proposed reduction in displacement of 
battleships we refused to compromise 
because it has been so long since we 
built a battleship we could not afford to 
experiment and felt we must have the 
previous upper limit to insure that when 
constructed the new battleships should 
have the necessary protection against 
bombing attacks by airplanes and _ tor- 
pedo attacks by submarines. There is 
also a general prohibition against the 
sale-or transfer of any surface or sub- 
surface vessel to any other power. 


Unquestionably the great bulk of 
American's who have believed’ that 
armaments caused wars and that if 


armaments could be limited wars would 
be avoided are going to be tremendously 
disappointed with the small results ob- 
tained. But to those who look a little 
below the surface of events and realize 
that armaments are the results of the 
rivalries between Nations these results 
small as they actually are will not be 
disappointing. 

The idea of a treaty limitation has 
been preserved. The principle of parity 
between the United States and Great 
Britain has been officially announced, 
and a solemn promise not to engage in 
a naval race has been exchanged be- 
tween the two great sea powers. We 
doubtless shall hear criticism in various 
quarters about the treaty and the fa- 
miliar (and in the past tense) charge 
that the United States has been imposed 
upon will unquestionably be heard in 
Congress. But so far as we have been 
able to determine the interests of the 
United States are fully protected by the 
provisions of that treaty. Under its 
framework, a navy second to none can 
be created. And the qualitative limita- 
tions were carefully considered by Ad- 
miral Standley and his staff so we may 
be sure they will not reduce the relative 
efficiency of our fleet. 

We would give one word of warning. 
Treaties do not provide ships. Only ap-

It should now imme- 
diately authorize the construction to 
begin January 1, 1987 of two battle- 
ships in order to keep abreast of Great 
Britain who in the recent parlimentary 
White Paper announced her intention to 
lay down two battleships as soon as 
the present limitations expired. We de- 
liberately allowed ourselves to fall be- 
hind once before, let us now profit by 
that mistake. All friends of the Navy in 
Congress can show they are behind the 
President in his effort to restore our 
fleet to parity with Great Britain by 
appropriating the small amount neces- 
sary to lay down two battleships on 
Jan. 1, 1987. Such action will convince 
a disordered and turbulent world that 
the United States wants to avoid war 
but is not going to be caught unprepared 
as she was in 1917. True friends of the 
Nuvy and National Defense will not 
waste any time criticising the treaty but 
will bend all their efforts to make its 
terms a reality by constructing the ships 
necessary to give us parity with Great 
Britain. 

We have so far considered only the 
nations signing the treaty: Italy will 
not sign until the HMuropean situation is 


and submarines, 


clarified. Great Britain proposes a_bi- 
lateral agreement with Germany that 
will eventually include that nation in 


the treaty. Japan is at perfect liberty 
to build all the ships she can afford. 
But her Army is requiring a huge finan- 
cial outlay and if she realizes at once 
that we intend to maintain our present 
ratio with Great Britain, she’ will 
probably refrain from a naval race with 
us. It is easier to prevent a naval race 
starting than to stop one after it begins, 
so it will be better for our future rela- 
tions with Japan as well as with Great 
Britain if we start our battleships on 
Jan. 1 1987. If any Ameriean doubts the 
wisdom of Washington’s maxim “In time 
of peace prepare for war,” he has only 
to read his daily paper any day this 
week or next to see the possibility of 
war not only in Europe but in the Far 
Kast. We hope to avoid becoming em- 
broiled, but so did President Wilson in 
1916-17, but it is only statesmanlike to 
he prepared for war in the event of ef- 
forts to maintain peace fail.

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Retirement of General Bash 

Maj. Gen. Louis H. Bash, Quarter- 
master General of the Army, passes to 
the retired list next week with the best 
wishes of the entire service who deeply 
regret his loss to the 
service and loss of the

Throughout his 41 
years’ service since his 
graduation from the 
United States Military 
Academy in 1895, Gen- 
eral Bash has been 
one of the best known 0 
and best liked officers “*! Ge #1. Beck 
in the service. Except 
tail in the Subsistence Department, 
General Bash served in the Infantry 
until the World War, participating in 
the Spanish-American War in the as- 
sault on San Juan Hill and the siege of 
Santiago and with the 6th Infantry on 
the Mexican Punitive Expedition. 
Though firm and positive in the conduct 
of his commands he was known for his 
consideration and thoughtfulness _ to- 
ward junior officers and enlisted men. 
His commands were always happy and 
efficient ones. 

During his tour as Quartermaster 
General his ready answers, straightfor- 
ward manner and complete knowledge 
of his subject made him an excellent 
and welcome witness when Congressional 
committees were considering matters re- 
lating to his corps. It was during one 
of these hearings that he told the House 
Military Committee that he believed 
something should be worked out to com- 
pensate service personnel for the use of 
their privately owned automobiles on 
government business. It was character- 
istic of him to be aware of and looking 
out for the needs of service personnel. 

During the World War, General Bash 
went overseas with the 16th Infantry of 
the First Division as a major. He was 
promoted colonel (temporary) in 1917 
and assigned to the Service of Supply 
and after commanding base sections 


for a short de- 
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until 1918, he was made Adjutant of the 
SOS. 

Maj. Gen. James G. Harbord, USA- 
Ret., in his new book, “The American 
Army in France,” praises General Bash’s 
work there. 

“The Adjutant General of the SOS 
while I commanded it,” General Harbord 
wrote, “was Col. Louis H. Bash, an ex- 
tremely industrious and efficient officer. 
I strove to get him the promotion he 
merited but did not succeed. He is now 
the Quartermaster General of the Army. 
His was the generai office of record and 
channel of correspondence with the 
whole Services of Supply. Matter that 
came by mail was separated there and 
sent to destination, either in the Gen- 
eral Staff or the Technical Services, or 
was handled in the Adjutant General’s 
office. His field included all statistical 
records of the SOS, Personnel, Returns, 
Troop Movements, Qualifications of offi- 
cers and soldiers, also the handling of 
codes and cablegrams, the issuance of 
orders in the name of the proper au- 
thority, a mail and courier division, the 
furnishing of blank forms and the 
Headquarters printing. Its mail matter 
amounted to an average of three thou- 
sand pieces per day. An average of six 
hundred letters a day was addressed 
and forwarded by the mail and courier 


division. In printing, the distribution 
ran from a hundred to a million seven 
hundred and fifty thousand copies. 
Through its Censorship Division, be- 


tween August 29, 1917, and the Armis- 
tice, 74,162 official letters, and 70,000 
personal letters passed the censor’s 
hands. A semi-monthly station list of 
troops in the SOS was compiled, pub- 
lished and distributed, also a Daily 
Change Sheet. On October 22, 1917, the 
first issue of these comprised five pages. 
On Nov. 11, 1918, the issue was of 105 
pages and contained the location of 5,674 
organizations, units, detachments, and 
headquarters, stationed at 1,150 towns 
and villages in France. The Personnel 
Division of the Office, one of the most 
important, handled on average seven 
hundred papers a day and five hundred 
telegrams a month. This tremendous 
mass of paper work was handled with a 
minimum of errors and a maximum of 
speed.” 





Authorize Secret Purchases 

A bill, S. 3859, authorizing the pro- 
curement of equipment of a secret na- 
ture by the Chemical Warfare Service 
and Signal Corps without public adver- 
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tising of specifications passed by the 
Senate March 26. 
Army Appropriation Bill 
Having passed the Senate, Monday, 


March 23, by a vote of 53 to 12, the 
War Department appropriation bill is 
now before the conference committee to 
iron out the differences between the 
measure as it passed the House and the 
Senate. It is likely that the conferees 
will reach an agreement next week. 
During the consideration of the mea- 
sure Monday the Senate made no 
changes in the military section of the 
bill, which goes to the conferees as de- 
scribed in the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL 
last week. There was, however, an un- 
successful attempt on the part of Sena- 
tor Frazier to restore to the bill the 
10 per cent limitation on aireraft and 
ordnance profits, which amendment has 


previously been stricken out by the 
Senate. 
Immediately when the bill came up 


for consideration, March 23, discussion 
was opened on Senator Frazier’s motion 
to reconsider the vote by which the 10 
per cent amendment was knocked out 
of the bill. 

Aircraft Profits 

Senator Copeland said: “I invite the 
attention of Senators to the fact that 
this matter was not considered by the 
committee in the House of Representa- 
tives. The language was placed in the 
bill as an amendment offered on the 
floor of the House. It was not con- 
sidered by the House committee. The 
only comment in the House debate on 
the provision is found on page 2170 of 
the Congressional Record of February 
14. The amendment was offered by Mr. 
McFarlane. Without any discussion, Mr. 
Parks, chairman of the committee, said: 

“‘Is that the same language carried 
in the Navy bill every year? 

“Mr. McFarlane replied: 

“‘In substance that is correct.’ 

“As a matter of fact that language 
is not carried in the Navy Department 
appropriation bill. Under the terms of 
the Vinson-Trammell Act there is a 
limitation upon profits in Navy construc- 
tion. Then Mr. McFarlane elaborated 
his first statement, calling attention to 
the fact that it was not in the Navy 
bill, but in the general law. It was be- 
fore this that Mr. Parks stated that as 
chairman of the committee he saw no 
objection to it. 

“As a matter of fact the retention of 
this provision would do exactly what the 
Senator from Michigan (Mr. Couzens) 
said the other day it would do. If the 
motion of the Senator from North 
Dakota is agreed to, it would drive us 
back to the cost-plus method of construc- 
tion which is extremely expensive. The 
provision under discussion was given 
full consideration in the subcommittee 
of the Appropriations Committee. Sev- 
eral pages of testimony relating to it 
will be found in the hearings. The As- 
sistant Secretary of War and others 
having to do actually with these pur- 
chases appeared before the committee 
and argued strongly against the provi- 
sion in a meeting of the subcommittee. 
Every member of the subcommittee was 
present, 11 members in all, and the 
amendment proposing to retain the pro- 
vision was unanimously rejected. Then 
the matter came before the full commit- 
tee, where 23 members were present, and 
the full committee, presided over by the 
Senator from Virginia (Mr. Glass), re- 
jected the amendment. I want Senators 
to know this. 

“As the committee sees it, it would 
be extremely difficult to carry out such a 
provision. It would not save money. It 
would not provide any safeguards that 
do not now exist. It is stated in the 
hearings that every contract for an air- 
plane, engine, or accessory is audited, 
and in no case to date has it been found 
that any airplane manufacturer or en- 
gine manufacturer has made anything 
that might be deemed an _ excessive 
profit. 

“Let me call attention to the fact that 





when a bid is submitted there must be 
a full-size sample airplane brought with 
it. If there were no chance for the com. 
peting companies to recoup at Sometime 
the expense of constructing such Sample 
airplanes it would probably result jp ho 
bids being submitted.” 


Senator Walsh: “For the informatio, 
of the Senate, I desire to state that the 
same proposal is pending before the 
Committee on Naval Affairs, and the 
Same opposition has been registered by 
all the officials of the Navy Department 
from the Secretary of the Navy to the 
naval officers in charge of constructigy 
They emphasize very strongly the neces.

great handicap so far as the Navy De.

tion is desired along the same line by 
the Navy Department.”

THH EXCHANGDR OF INFORMATION as to warship construction, which is 
required by the latest Treaty signed in London, coupled with the limitations im- 
posed by that instrument upon displacement and ordnance, imposes upon the con- 
tracting powers the development and maintenance of Fleets, the effectiveness of 
which will depend more than ever upon the efliciency of their personnel. This ex- 
change of information and limitations apply not only to Great Britain and the 
United States, which have agreed upon equality in materiel, but to France and any 
other maritime nations which may become signatories. In other words, the ships 
of the future will be largely alike, and it is the man behind the gun who will 
determine where victory shall perch. Therefore, it is all the more important that 
ability, initiative and thorough knowledge of the weapons to be used and the most 
effective means for their employment, shail be developed. To attain the degree of 
perfection which will be necessary for success in future actions, it is imperative 
that the American personnel shall be given every proper opportunity to rise to even 
greater heights of efficiency. It is obvious it cannot seize that opportunity unless 
it be given surety of recognition of merit, which is expressed in promotion, and 
this particularly applies to the commissioned branch. The confidential poll which 
we have published—later we plan to bring it up to date—and the letters which 
have accompanied it, show conclusively a condition in the Navy which does not 
make for efficiency and certainly not for contentment. Without the latter without 
certainty as to the future, no officer can possibly give the best that is in him to his 
profession. It is fortunate that the Navy Department has recognized the import- 
ance of overhauling the selection system and that in preparation therefor the 
General Board is thoroughly investigating the manner in which the system operates. 
The Board's activity is being watched not only with deep concern by the Navy 
but with careful attention by Congress. Something will come out of the agitation 
which undoubtedly will be helpful toward the improvement of morale. And, in view 
of the provisions of the latest London Treaty, it is most desirable that this should 
be the case. 


FACED WITH THE KNOWN efliciency of lighter-than-air craft and with the 
full knowledge of its need and place in war, the United States is permitting itself 
to drop out of this phase of aeronautics, leaving it entirely to foreign powers. 
Influenced probably to some extent by hostile public opinion aroused by disasters 
to earlier efforts, the Navy ceased its program of development of the zeppelin type 
large dirigibles and turned the question of its future over to a committee of civilian 
scientists to study. Early this year the committee reported that the best interests 
of the services “require a continuing program of the construction and use” of diri- 
gibles. Yet there is no evidence that the Department plans to proceed with a 
dirigible program. Meantime, the Army, though thoroughly believing that airships 
have a definite place and perform a valuable function in the defense organization, 
has been maneuvered by Congress into a position where it, too, is about to abandon 
lighter-than-air development and training. Year after year Congress has so re- 
stricted the Army’s funds for such development that by the end of this fiscal year 
there will be only one airship in operation. Moreover, the War Department appro- 
priation bill as it passed the House carried a provision prohibiting the Army from 
expending any funds for making such airships safe. This provision, intended to 
force the abandonment of the program, was stricken out by the Senate and is now 
up to the conferees. Congress should not let this vital activity—important to 
industry and commerce as well as to defense—die of neglect. In Germany Count 
Von Eckner is launching another huge zeppelin with which to continue his success- 
ful schedule of trans-Atlantic flights which have become so routine that they are 
no longer news. It is only a matter of time until America will be forced to return 
to the field of development. The longer we stay out the more expensive it will be 
to resume construction and the longer it will take us to regain our place in the air. 
We appeal to Congress to provide money for continuation of the Army and Navy’s 
construction, research and training in lighter-than-air craft.

An enlisted man when discharged 
under provisions of Section VIII, Army 
Regulations 615-360, is furnished a dis 
charge certificate on War Department, 
A.G.O. form No. 55 or 56, according to 
the circumstances of the case. Form No, 
55 is an honorable discharge certificate. 
Form No. 56, commonly called a blue 
discharge, is neither honorable nor dis 
honorable but one that sets forth the 
facts of discharge. 

A dishonorable discharge certificate, 
War Department A.G.O. form No. 57, is 
furnished only to enlisted men, dishonor- 
ably discharged pursuant to sentence of 
a general court martial.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Assignment of General Officers—With the transfer of Maj. Gen. Frank Parker from 
command of the First Division to the Eighth Corps Area to take the post left 
vacant by the removal of Maj. Gen. Johnson Hagood, there begins a series of shifts 
of Army general officers which probably will be in progress, a few at a time, for the 
balance of this year. There had been gossip in the service that General Parker was 
to spend his remaining few months on the active list (he retires in September) as 
commander of the Second Corps Area after Maj. Gen. Dennis E. Nolan retires 
April 30. Normally, by precedent the Second Corps Area command goes to the 
zenior major general and General Hagood, after General Nolan’s retirement will 
be the senior except for Maj. Gen. Douglas MacArthur. However, in view of the 
action on General Hagood’s case it is viewed as a virtual certainty that he will not 
get that command. This would have left Maj. Gen. William D. Connor and Maj. 
Gen. Fox Connor as next in line. But it is understood that the former’s administra- 
tion of the United States Military Academy has been so successful that both he 
and the department are agreed that he shall remain there for the time being. It is 
well known, too, that General Conner desires to remain at Boston in command of 
the First Corps Area. Should he stay there, as anticipated, he will become com- 
mander of the First Army by virtue of seniority after General Nolan’s retirement, 
assuming that the First Corps Area does not go to Generals MacArthur, Hagood 
or Connor. After General Connor, comes General Parker who already has been 
assigned to the Eighth and would not likely be brought back to the Second Corps 
Area, Next following in seniority is Maj. Gen, Frank R. McCoy, now in command 
of the Sixth Corps Area and the Second Army. Many consider it quite probable 
that the Governors Island post will fall to him after General Nolan’s retirement. 
Against this assumption is the fact that extensive field maneuvers are scheduled for 
the Second Army this Summer and that it would be desirable to retain General 
McCoy to carry out the plans he has been making for them. This, however, would 
hardly be taken to preclude General McCoy’s transfer to New York if the Depart- 
ment should select him. Such assignment would then leave the Sixth Corps Area 
open. With General Hagood on leave and without assignment it might seem reason- 
able that he would be given the Chicago post upon expiration of his leave, which 
will be about the end of June. If the Sixth Corps Area does not go to General 
Hagood there might be a possibility of his getting the Seventh Corps Area which 
becomes vacant with the retirement of Maj. Gen. Frank C. Bolles in September. 
There is also the possibility that General Hagood, although not reaching the stat- 
utory retirement age until a year from June, may apply for voluntary retirement, 
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a 
in which case he would pass to the unlimited retired list after 40 years SErvigg 

The coming up of new general officers in the Fall and Winter also wil] result 
in continuing the realignment of assignments. What ever arrangement of assi ' 
ments made at this time would of necessity be temporary because of the number , 
vacancies to be created this Fall and Winter when Generals Parker, Bolles Bro : 
and Kilbourne pass from the list of active major generals and Generals Scott 
Hawkins, Gowen, Conrad and Conklin retire as brigadier generals. a, 
; Also soon to be settled is the selection of a deputy chief of staff to fy the 
post to be vacated by the assignment of Maj. Gen. George S. Simonds to command 
of the Ninth Corps Area where he will relieve Maj. Gen. Paul B. Malone op th 
latter’s retirement. There seems to be a general impression that the deputyship will 
zo to one of the new major generals. Of these four new major generals Henry W 
Butner continues at the Field Artillery School, and Herbert J. Brees at the Com. 
mand and General Staff School, while Stanley H. Ford has been assigned to the 
First Division. This would make it appear that should the assignment go to one 
of the new makes Stanley D. Embick, who assumes his major generaley on May 1 
would be the likely selection. 


Preservation of Peace—There is sound common sense in the circular which Dr 
Harold G. Campbell, superintendent of New York Schools issued this week to the 
officials of those institutions. The circular constitutes a guide for teachers in 
connection with peace education. It reads in part: 

“In view of unsettled conditions throughout the world today, it becomes jp. 
creasingly important for the public schools to inculcate the ideals of peace, | 
wish to emphasize again the importance of teaching our pupils the futility, horrors 
and devastation of war, and the blessings and benefit of peace. Such instruction 
does not mean the teaching of pacifism or non-resistence or the giving up of any 
rights which we hold sacred. It does not mean that our pupils shall forget that 
they and their parents are enjoying the full advantage of American citizenship 
because our forefathers held some things dearer than life itself.” 

We may say to Dr. Campbell that he has expressed precisely the view of the 
Army and Navy. They, too, want peace. But they will not have peace at any 
price. There are precious possessions which must be defended. It is for their 
protection that the Constitution enunciated as one of its prime purposes the agree. 
ment of the people on the necessity of common defense. It is in accordance with 
that direction that the Congress created the Army and the Navy. It is a maxim 
that cannot be stressed too emphatically that adequate forces on land and sea 
and in the air will lessen the chances of attack. Realizing this fact the President 
and Congress have taken important steps to furnish the government with such 
forces. In short, we are developing equipment which will achieve the aim that 
Dr. Campbell describes—the preservation of peace. 


Flood Control by Corps of Engineers—Introduction in the Senate last week of a 
bill authorizing expenditure of more than $300,000,000 for flood control projects 
in the’ United States brings to mind the work that has been done in the past 
by the Army Corps of Engineers and that which is going on at present in an effort 
to keep swollen streams in check and prevent disaster such as that which swept 
the Eastern United States from Maine to Virginia during the last week. 

For a number of years flood control works on the Mississippi and Sacramento 
rivers has been under direction of the Army Enginers. However, recently channels 
have been widened and reservoirs have been constructed along many of the major 
streams of the country to lessen damage and destruction costs caused yearly by 
flood waters. More than 200 streams have been investigated and reported on with 
a view to perfecting plans for developing streams in relation to flood control, 


navigation, irrigation and power possibilities. Many of these reports have been 


published in Congressional documents. 

In the flooded area along the Atlantic Coast a number of Engineers’ projects 
proved invaluable during the last week. On the Winooski River in Vermont two 
reservoirs have been finished and a third is being built. These two projects played 
a large part in keeping the flood waters in check and prevented repetition of the 
disaster which hit that part of New England three or four years ago. A reservoir 
on the Tigart River in West Virginia, the first of ten such projects designed to 
protect Pittsburgh from the raging flood waters which wrought havoc to its in- 
habitants last week, is under way. With the aid of the CCC, the channel of the 
Walkill River in New York is being enlarged. The Bluestone Dam on the New 
River in West Virginia is also being built by Army Engineers to reduce flood 
damages in the Kavavba Basin. 

Territory around the Caloosahatchee River and Lake Okechobee in Florida is 
being made “flood proof” by Army Engineers to prevent destruction which often 
follows hurricanes and tornadoes in this section. 

On the West Coast improvements are being made on channels which carry 
flood waters in Los Angeles County, Calif., and west of the Cascade Mountains 
near Seattle, Wash. The Los Angeles project, a WPA job, will «cost about 
$12,000,000, 

In the Mid-West numerous flood protection projects have been or are being 
completed. Construction of a dam at Ft. Peck, Mont., on the Missouri River is over 
fifty per cent finished. Although the dam was primarily intended to incorporate the 
depth of water for navigation of the Missouri River below Kansas City during 
the low water season, it is also expected to produce benefits in reducing flood 
heights along the river. In the Maskuyum Valley, Ohio, the Army Engineers are 
constructing a series of 13 flood control reservoirs for the Public Works Adminis 
tration at a construction cost of $25,000,000. 

Two large jobs in Texas and one in New Mexico are under constructioD. 
Plans and preliminary investigation for flood control reservoirs are on at Possum 
Kingdom on the Brasos River, and at Dennison on the Red River. Construction 
has already begun on the Conshos dam at the Canadian River in New Mexico. 

A number of smaller projects throughout the country totalling several million 
dollars are also under way as a part of the relief program. 


Enlisted Commutation of Rations.—In handling the 1937 appropriations the War 
Department is aiming to adhere rigidly to the policy that no matter where

enlisted man is quartered if he is assigned to and on duty at a post where al 
is operated he cannot be paid commutation of rations. Recently a_ letter was 
sent to the field from the Adjutant General’s office stating as follows: 

“1. It is desired that you submit to this office a report showing the 
enlisted men, non travel status, who are receiving either monetary allowances in 
lieu of rations or quarters, or both, as of April 1, 1986, at the earliest practicable 
date thereafter. The communication will include also your estimated requirement 
for these purposes for the fiscal year 1987, for all activities. It is desired that t 
report and the estimate be arranged with each activity grouped separately, show- 
ing the number of men, duty and station. 

“2. The estimate will be limited to actual requirements and will 
definitely that it is impracticable to ration the soldiers at an operating mess.

“With reference to H.R. 11920, the Air 
Corps considers this measure necessary 
in order to correct some of our present 


deficiencies in personnel and to insure 
greater stability and efficiency within 
our tactical units. The proposed legis- 


lation provides for an authorization for 
the President to call to active duty, for 
periods of not more than five years, not 
to exceed 1350 Air Corps Reserve Offi- 
cers. These officers may, at the conclu- 
sion of 3 years of active duty, at their 
own request, be relieved from such duty, 
whereupon they will be paid a lump 
sum of $500.00, 

“With the new legislation, it will be 
possible to build up the total Air Corps 
strength in Regular and Reserve Offi- 
cers during the fiscal year 1987 to a 
total of 1679 commissioned _ officers, 
which should be suflicient to take care 


of our requirements in commissioned 
personnel with tactical units for that 
period. 


“It is recommended that this legisla- 
tion be passed at the earliest practicable 
moment, 

“T will now refer to H.R. 11971, which 
is a Bill to provide a new system of 
temporary promotion of Air Corps offi- 
cers. It is my understanding that the 
Secretary of War, by letter to the 
Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives, has already urged the enactment 
of this Bill and has given some of the 
basic reasons why it should be enacted. 

“You will recall that the Act of July 
2, 1926, provided for temporary promo- 
tion within the Air Corps, but that no 
advantage was taken of that legislative 
authorization during a long period of 
years. After the recommendations of 


the Baker Board were approved, the 
War Department directed that the Air 
Corps apply the system of temporary 
promotion then authorized. About one 
year has elapsed since that time, and 
the experience gained has been ample 


to thoroughly demonstrate the unsatis- 
factory working of the present system 
of temporary promotion, and the matter 
can only be remedied by a change in 
law. The main defects of the present 
system are that it is too restrictive; that 
it is cumbersome of administration; that 
the duration of temporary promotion is 
indefinite, and its application has to be 
localized due to limitations on trans- 


portation and other funds; and it sets 
up a wrong standard of military con- 
trol. The military service is ruled by 


the hierarchy of command throughout 
the channels of command. To vest au 
thority in any individual for a limited 
period of time only, and then to reduce 
him in short time to his permanent rank, 
is not conducive to military discipline 
or orderly administration. IT confidently 
believe that the Air Corps as a whole is 
definitely opposed to the present system 
of temporary promotion for the reasons 
already stated and previously visualized 
prior to its application, and that the 
new system as involved in the proposed 
legislation will restore that stability of 
organization and efficiency of control, 
and raise the standard of morale of the 
Air Corps. 

“Since it is without doubt a much 
better system, and at a cost, it 
should merit prompt approval, and 1 so 
recommend.” 

Hear General Knight 

General Knight testified as follows: 

“As the representative of the War De- 
partment before your committee I de 
sire to state that the War Department 
is in entire accord with General West- 
over, Chief of the Air Corps, in his de- 
sire to have enacted the three bills now 
under consideration. 

“The purpose of H.R. 11080 is, briefly, 
to clarify the term “Flying Officer” as 
used in the Act of July 2, 1926, thereby 
permitting an economical employment of 
Regular Army Air Corps officers, guar 
anteeing that older and more experi 
enced air corps flying personnel may ex- 
ercise command functions and correct- 
ing the inconsistencies of existing law

with a resultant raising of efficiency and 
morale, 

“The second bill under consideration, 
H.R, 11920, is an authorization which 
will make possible the procurement of 
personnel along with the acquisition of 
aircraft. It is obvious that the full ef- 
fectiveness of the Air Corps cannot be 
attained unless the personnel required to 
operate the planes is kept in step with 
the plane procurement program. Exist- 
ing law limits the commissioned strength 
of the Air Corps to a point which is be- 
low the number of personnel needed in 
the near future, and is uneconomical in 
its application. The provisions of the 
aviation cadet legislation for the Navy 
and Marine Corps are seriously handi- 
capping the Army. The proposed bill, 
in the opinion of the War Department, 
corrects these difficulties, and at the 
same time marks a distinet advance in 
the conception of the employment and 
training of a reserve element of the 
Army. 

“The last bill, H.R. 11971, is designed 
to correct the present unsatisfactory 
condition in the Air Corps brought about 
by the application of existing law relat- 
ing to temporary rank. The War De- 
partment believes that the solution of 
this problem is to be found in the bill 
under consideration. This bill combines 
the salient features of other promotion 
bills presented to the Congress with the 
considered study and experience of the 
War Department and the Air Corps on 
this subject. The proposed bill is be- 
lieved to be a harmonious solution of a 
vexatious problem anxiously awaited by 
all Air Corps officers.” 

Captain Adler's Testimony 

Captain Adler stated as he took the 
stand that he wanted to make it clear 
to the committee that the bill to enlarge 
the term “flying oflicer” to include not 
only pilots but also officers no longer 
physically qualified as such, applied only 
to the Regular Army Air Corps and 
not to the National Guard or the Or- 
ganized Reserves. He told the group 
that under the Comptroller General's 
decision limiting “flying officers” to 
pilots, the Department was faced with 
the problem of how to eliminate officers 
who over the 10 per cent non-flying offi- 
cers allowed under present law. He said 
that there are 7 colonels, 4 lieutenant 
colonels, 7 majors and 24 captains now 
in excess of the 10 per cent maximum, 
but stressed the fact that the principal 
objection was a question of morale in 
that it denied to many fully qualified 
older officers the right to command, and 
the morale of the Air Corps generally 
would be harmed in that. 

Representative Faddis, of Pennsyl- 
vania, acting as chairman of the sub- 
committee, recalled that an attempt to 
increase the number of planes provided 
in the pending Army appropriation bill 
had failed because of statements that 
deliveries of planes appropriated for 
more than a year ago would not be de- 
livered for some time yet, and asked 
Captain Adler would not they be faced 
with the same objection if they asked 
the Ilouse to provide pilots for these 
planes, 

“As I understand it,” replied Captain 
Adler, “we are about ready to begin 
standardization of our new types of 
planes and will soon be able to get them 
in larger numbers and in shorter time. 
In fact General Andrews is somewhat 
alarmed at the prospect that at the end 
of next year he will have airplanes on 
hand but no one to fly them.” 

Urging the need for a more attractive 
prospect for their Reserve flyers, Cap- 
tain Adler read from a letter written 
by the commandant of Randolph Field, 
Col. Henry W. Harms, in which it was 
stated that they were having trouble 
getting applicants of high caliber for 
the Air Corps Training Center. Reecall- 
ing that at one time they had a waiting 
list of 2,000 qualified applicants, Colonel 
Harms said that this list was now ex- 
hausted and that they had been unable 
to get but 50 for the last class instead 
of the 150 they desired. 

In addition to the provisions of the 
bill under discussion for remedying this 
situation by making the prospects of 
Army flight training more attractive, 
Captain Adler revealed that the Depart- 





ment had under study a plan where the 
Army would maintain a sort of employ- 
ment agency for Air Corps Reserve offi- 
cers relieved at the conclusion of their 
active duty tour. 

The text of HR 11971 follows: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and 
of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That the 
President is authorized to appoint to tempo- 
rary rank in the grades of colonel, lieuten- 
ant colonel, and major, without vacating 
their permanent commissions, such numbers 
of officers of the Regular Army Air Corps 
as the Secretary of War, from time to time, 
may determine as necessary to meet the 
administrative, tactical, technical, and 
training needs of the Air Corps; the then 
resulting numbers in each grade, permanent 
and temporary, to be further increased by 
5 per centum to meet the additional needs 
of the War Department for Air Corps offi- 
cers: Provided, That such temporary ap- 
pointments shall be made in order of 
seniority of the appointees in each grade in 
accordance with their standing on the rela- 
tive rank list of Air Corps officers in their 
permanent grade, and that when an officer 
holding a temporary appointment under the 
provisions of this section becomes entitled 
to permanent promotion his temporary ap- 
pointment shall be vacated: Provided 
further, That all Air Corps officers tempo- 
rarily advanced in grade take rank in the 
grade to which temporarily advanced after 
officers holding such grade through perma- 
nent appointment, and among themselves in 
the order in which they stand on the rela- 
tive rank list of Air Corps officers in their 
permanent grade: Provided further, That 
Air Corps officers temporarily appointed 
under the provisions of this Act shall be 
entitled to the pay, flying pay, and allow-

ances pertaining to the grade to which 
temporarily appointed: And provided fur- 
ther, That no officer holding temporary 


rank under the provisions of this Act shall 
be eligible to command outside his own 
corps except by seniority under his perma- 
nent commission. 

Sec, 2. The President is hereby author- 
ized, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate, to appoint from among the 
permanent colonels and Heutenant colonels 
of the Air Corps who are “flying officers” ag 
now defined in the Act of July 2, 1926 (44 
Stat. 781), or as may hereafter be defined, 
a commanding general of the General Head- 
quarters Air Force with the rank of major 
general, and such number of wing com- 
manders with the rank of brigadier general 
as may be dtermined by the Secretary of 
War. Officers temporarily appointed under 
the provisions of this Section shall hold 
such temporary appointments until relieved 
by order of the President. Such temporary 
appointments shall not vacate the permanent 


commissions of the appointees nor create 
vacancies in the grades in which they are 
permanently commissioned: Provided, That 


the provisions of this section shall not be 
construed to exclude the assignment to Air 
Corps tactical or other appropriate com- 
mands of qualified permanent general offi- 
cers of the line who are “flying officers” as

Following is the text of Secretary

not been made effective prior to that date 
in the bellef that its application would be 
more injurious than helpful, would lead to 


loss of efficiency and in 
general, would not provide a solution of 
the vexatious promotion problem that has 
existed for many years in the Air Corps. 
Upon the approval of the “Baker Commit 
tee.” War Department instructions were 
issued to authorize temporary rank effective 
March 1, 1935 

After one year of experience convincing 
proof is at hand that the law is faulty and

should be corrected. The misgivings of the 
War Department of previous years were 
proven to be true; in some cases to a greater 
extent than anticipated and in other cases 
to a lesser extent. The principal objections 
to the continuation of the present law are 

summarized as follows: 

a. The extent to which the present law 
can be applied is too restrictive. Many high- 
ly trained and specially selected officers 
engaged on important duties of and for the 
Air Corps cannot be given temporary pro- 
motion, 

b. Although the present law embodies the 
principle of selection, lack of funds, other 
laws and policies make it impossible to ap- 
ply the principle of selection to the whole 


Corps, with the result that selection is 
limited to the local availability of officers 
and the best qualified officers of the Air 


Corps are not necessarily the ones advanced 
in rank. 

ce. The administration of the law is un- 
wieldy and confusing and requires an un- 
necessary amount of paper work since each 
advancement is made as the result of a 
particular assignment to duty recommended 
by the Chief of the Air Corps, and approved 
by the Secretary of War. 

d. Although the War Department believes 
that the rule of seniority should apply to 
all advancements in rank, the application of 
the present law made it impossible to do 
this other than by station and local avail- 
ability of personnel. In many instances 
cases have arisen which have caused the 
loss of the services of personnel specially 
trained and educated for technical duties 
because the rank of the individual was not 
commensurate with the job. In other cases 
promotion of all officers to the next higher 
grade has been blocked until a_ suitable 
assignment could be found for an officer in 
the higher grade. 

e. An unfavorable psychological effect, 
with a resultant loss of efficiency, has been 
produced in the minds of Air Corps officers 
because of the uncertainty of their relative 
rank with respect to each other. Almost 
without exception, Air Corps officers are 
dissatisfied with the present system, Mili- 





tary rank marks an officer’s station and 
confers upon him eligibility to exercise com- 
mand or authority in the military service. 
Such rank is earned, under the rule of se- 
niority, after years of service. Under the 
system in vogue the relative rank of indi- 
viduals is disregarded and an individual 
finds himself senior to his seniors today and 
possibly junior to his juniors tomorrow. 
Such a situation shatters any officer’s sense 


of leadership and in a highly specialized 
organization like the Air Corps wherein 
leadership involves life and death in its 
everyday work, it is more than important 


that this quality be highly developed. 

In brief, a system of promotion which is 
dependent upon duty assignment alone, with 
its attendant objections, differences and 
vagaries, is unsatisfactory and will lessen 
the efficiency of the Air Corps. 

In the proposed legislation the War De- 
partment believes that the defects related in 
preceding paragraphs are corrected and in 
addition other benefits are provided which 
will increase the efficiency of the Air Corps. 

The War Department further believes that 
legislation of this nature is essential for the 
following reasons: 

(a) The pre-war group of the Air Corps 
officers are insufficient in numbers to pro- 
vide the higher ranking personnel needed 
for high command and staff duties. The 
World War group of officers of the Air 
Corps are the only ones who as a corps 
were adversely affected in the formation of 
the original promotion list of the Army in 
1920. The result is that these officers are 
generally in a low position on the promo- 
tion list and many of them will not advance 
beyond the grade of major before retiring 
for age. The post-war group are automati- 
cally advanced to the grade of captain after 
ten years service, but are then blocked by 
the groups ahead of them. The net result 
of this situation is that the Air Corps, as 
long as it is required that all Air Corps 
officers shall be flying officers, will not be 
able to produce sufficient officers of field 
grade to fill its minimum organization needs 
until the World War group has been finally 
retired. Hence, it is faced with the prob- 
ability of being called upon to carry the 
responsibility of duty without commensurate 
rank.

Majors 339 
comparison of the above 
the Air Corps will not, in the 
produce sufficient offi- 
cers of field grade, except for colonels, to 
meet its requirements. It should be further 
noted that the above requirements are based 
on the present strength of the organization. 
Should the strength of the Air Corps be 
increased at any time in the future, it would 
gain a number of additional officers in field 
grade equal to its proportionate allotment 
from the Army based on the 1935 promotion 
list. However, since the World War group 
of Air Corps officers are generally in a low 
position on the promotion list, it will not 
gain a sufficient number of majors to meet 
its needs. 

In view of the foregoing the War Depart- 
ment believes that a scheme of temporary 
promotion for the Air Corps is justified. 

The proposed bill is a solution of this 
problem, Section 1 provides a_ scientific 
principle of allotting as many field officers 
as organization requirements demand plus a 
sufficient number to provide for those se- 
lected officers who are required for the cor- 
related duties of the Air Corps but which 
are not part of its organization, such as 
General Staff Officers, instructors at the Gen- 
eral Service Schools, Air Attaches abroad, 
ete., ete. No fixed number is provided as 
it is believed that legislation of this char- 
acter should be sufficiently flexible to fit the 
changing organization of the Air Corps. The

It next provides that all tem porary ap- 
pointments shall be made in accordance with 
the officer’s standing on the relative list of 
Air Corps officers. This assures al] Officers 
that their relative rank standing will not by 
disturbed and thereby corrects the error o 
the present system. 

The next provision eliminates any doyhy 
as to the status of officers with respect t 
pay and allowances while holding the tem- 
porary grade. 

The last proviso of Section 1 limits com. 
mand privileges to command within the Ajp 
Corps itself and thereby eliminates gp 
possible objection on the part of officerg of 
other arms and services. 

Section 2 relates to the appointment of 
general officers to command the Gener 
Headquarters Air Force and its subordinate 
wings. Again, in order to provide flexibility 
it specifies that the number to be appointed 
will be equal to the number of wings pro- 
vided in the organization of the Air Corps 

In conelusion, the War Department he. 
lives that the beneficial effects of this legis. 
lation are applicable to both peace and war 
since it provides a means of training 4 
greater number of officers in higher grades 
required for the rapidly expanding war. 
time air force. 

Under existing law providing for tempo- 
rary promotion the cost for the fiscal year 
1936 will be approximately $150,000 whic 
cost will obtain for the fiscal year 1987 and 
thereafter in a slightly less amount ag pro- 
motions under the permanent Army promo- 
tion law become effective. 

The proposed law will cost approximately 
$36,000 per year from the fiscal year 1931 
until the fiscal year 1940, after which the 
cost. will be gradually less each year until 
eventually zero is reached by reason of the 
operation of the permanent Army promotion 
law and the fact that eventually all officers 
promoted temporarily will have the number 
of years service to their credit to entitle 
them to the pay of the next higher grade 

It will thus be seen that the proposed 
legislation will not only produce a more 
efficient plan of promotion, but will result 
in a material annual savings in cost. 

This proposed legislation was submitted 
to the Bureau of the Budget, which in tum 
referred it to the National Emergency Coun- 
cil. The War Department is now advised 
by the National Emergency Council that the 
proposed legislation is in accordance with 
the program of the President.

Representative Rogers of N. Y. re- 
ported to the House, this week, legisla- 
tion authorizing the construction of 4,000 
airplanes for the Army Air Corps. 

“We are reliably informed that foreign 
nations have from 5,000 to 10,000 planes 
for military purposes,” declared Repre- 
sentative Rogers in his report. “As to 
the utter inadequacy of America’s Air 
Service we need but recall the testimony 
of General Westover before the Appro- 
priations Committee in December 1935 
when he informed the committee that it 
is estimated that not more than 736 
airplanes now on order will be delivered 
during the fiscal years 1936 and 1937. 
During this time there will be estimated 
losses of 981 airplanes. The net result 
of these factors, therefore, will leave 
the Air Corps on June 30, 1937, with an 
estimated number of 779 project air- 
planes, with about 529 planes classed as 
obsolete on account of having passed the 
5-year age limit. Such of the 529 as are 
suitable for retention will have to be 
continued in use in order to permit 
necessary flying by Air Corps personnel. 
The number and type of airplanes now 
available in our foreign departments 
makes the air defense of these 
sions almost impotent, and the same lack 
of airplanes is greatly handicapping the 
ground force in the training for their 
part of the defense.”

Approve Alameda Base 

Legislation authorizing the construe- 
tion of a naval aviation base at Alameda, 
Calif., the third of a chain of three major 
West Coast fields contemplated under 
Navy Department plans, was reported to 
the Senate this week by its Naval 
Affairs Committee. 

Following testimony by Navy Depart- 
ment officials the Senate committee voted 
March 24 to favorably report the mea- 
sure. Hearings have been held by the 
House Naval Committee on an identical 
project but the measure has not yet 
been acted upon by the group. Testi- 
mony presented to both committees re- 
vealed that the Navy desires the Ala- 
meda field to be one of three West Coast 
primary air bases, the others being at 





North Island, near San Diego, Calif. and 
at Sand Point, Wash. 

Although the Navy Department had 
requested that the bill be amended to 
provide that the base could be used “for 
other naval purposes” besides an air 
field, the Committee left the measure un- 
changed. Opposition from the community 
near Mare Island, which was fearful 
that under the proposed change, the Ala- 
meda base would be built up at the ex- 
pense of Mare Island, was responsible 
for the committee’s stand. 

Meanwhile West Coast pressure for 
the establishment of naval air bases at 
various localities met a set-back when 
the Navy Department opposed this week 
the creation of a special naval board 
to consider prospective base locations on 
the Pacific Coast. In a letter to the 
House Naval Committee on a resolution 
proposing such an investigation, the De- 
partment took the view that they are 
fully informed on West Coast conditions 
and no special board is necessary. 


Urges Lighter-than-Air 

Comdr. Charles E. Rosendahl, USN, 
testifying before the Senate Air Safety 
committee March 21 urged the construc- 
tion of at least one Zeppelin type dirigi- 
ble to be exchanged between the Navy 
and Army every few months to train 
personnel in its operation. 

Commander Rosendahl asked the 
cominittee to put fear behind and look 
upon the Zeppelin as a necessary part 
of commercial air transportation and 
National Defense.

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Navy-Marine Corps Promotion

one phase of the matter has been 
finished—the question of Staff Corps 
education. A separate report recommend- 
ing, it is understood, that the Roosevelt 
Reorganization Board plan of training 
officers for Staff duties before transfer 
to the Staff Corps be abandoned and the 
old system in general, be restored, was 
submitted and is now being studied by 
the bureaus concerned. 
Marine Corps Legislation 

Meanwhile on Capitol Hill there were 
important developments in the Marine 
Corps personnel situation. Following a 
series of conferences between members 
of the House Naval Affairs Committee 
and officials of Marine Corps Head- 
quarters, Chairman Carl Vinson intro- 
duced a bill which will force the selec- 
tion of some of the field officers passed 
over by selection boards and provide 
forced elimination in the field grades. 

The measure provides: 

1. A_ selection board will be con- 
vened immediately to select four lieu- 
tenant colonels for promotion to colonel 
and nine majors for selection to lieu- 
tenant colonel, the only officers to be 
considered being those who held com- 
missions in those grades on May 28, 
1934, the date the Murine selection law 
was enacted, 

2. A requirement is instituted that 
officers must have four years service in 
grade prior to being eligible for selection, 
but until Jan. 1, 1938, those in the upper 
three-sevenths of their grade will be 
eligible without regard to length of ser- 
vice in grade. Existing law permits the 
upper four-sevenths to be selected. By 
1938, officers who have been selected for 
promotion by previous boards will have 
had the requisite time to be eligible 
without regard to whether they are in 
the upper three or four-sevenths, 

3. Repeal of Section 16 of the Marine 
Corps personnel act instituting forced 
attrition in the grades of lieutenant col- 
onel and major and permitting officers 
promoted since the selection act was 
passed to receive the pay of their rank. 

4. A “Manchu law” for the Corps 
whereby no officer except the Major Gen- 
eral Commandant, his Assistant, the 
head of a Staff Department or an officer 
on the eligible list for Staff head, may 
spend more than four years out of any 
consecutive eight on duty at Head- 
quarters, 

5. A provision that any officer selected 
is eligible for promotion. This is de- 
signed to take care of the nine captains 
who though selected for major are in- 
eligible for promotion because 45 years 
old or older. 

Hearings on the bill, Representative 
Vinson announced, will start Tuesday, 
March 31. It is contemplated that the 
hearings will be short and that the 
planned investigation of the operation of 
the Marine Corps personnel law will be 
dropped. The new Vinson bill is a sub- 
stitute for an earlier measure which 
would have foreed selection boards for 
the next two years to promote only 
officers previously passed over, would 
have provided a more severe “manchu 
law,” and would not have repealed Sec- 
tion 16. 

In thus modifying the original bill, 
and calling off the threatened investiga- 
tion in which it was planned to air the 
comparative records of officers selected 
against those passed over, the Com- 
mittee, it is understood, has gotten 
Headquarters to agree to its bill. While 
Headquarters will not endorse the mea- 
sure, and will oppose it officially, its 
opposition will be perfunctory, it is said. 

The number of majors and lieutenant 
colonels to be selected by the special 
board to be convened upon enactment 
of the bill is the number which would 
be selected by the regular senior board 
next December, it is said. If the bill 
passes, the regular board will select only 
for brigadier general and to fill such 
vacancies that will come about in the 
grade of lieutenant colonel as the result 
of the repeal of Section 16. 

Staff Corps Recommendation 

The question of education and transfer 
of officers to the Construction Corps, 
Supply Corps and Civil Engineer Corps, 





of the Navy, involved in the separate 
report of the General Board, arose as the 
result of Congressional nullification of 
the policy of the Roosevelt Reorganiza- 
tion Board, 

That latter board, recommending a 
trial of a modified form of amalgama- 
tion of the Staff Corps with the Line of 
the Navy, set forth a policy whereby 
junior officers would be educated for 
Staff Corps duty but retained in the 
Line and perform alternating, Line and 
Staff work. 

Later under the plan, a portion of 
these officers would have been trans- 
ferred to the Staff Corps. Congress, how- 
ever, disagreed with the plan, and 
wrote a-provision in the current naval 
appropriation bill which requires oflicers 
being educated for Staff duties to be 
transferred from the Line, a return to 
the system in effect before the Roosevelt 
Board. 

The text of the Representative Vin- 
son’s Marine Corps bill follows: 

A bill to amend section 10 and to repeal 
section 16 of the Act entitled “An Act to 
regulate the distribution, promotion, retire- 
ment, and discharge of commissioned officers 
of the Marine Corps, and for other purposes,” 
approved May 29, 1934 (48 Stat. 811) and for 
other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That so 
much of section 10 of the Act entitled “An 
Act to regulate the distribution, promotion, 
retirement, and discharge of commissioned 
officers of the Marine Corps, and for other 
purposes,” approved May 20, 1934 (48 Stat. 
811), as provides; “and officers in the upper 
four-sevenths of the grades below brigadier 
general, subject to selection as established 
by the first section of this Act, shall be 
eligible for consideration by selection boards 
and for promotion without regard to length 
of service in grade: Provided, That no officer 
of the Marine Corps shall be ineligible for 
consideration for promotion by reason of 
completion of length of commissioned ser- 
vice until he shall have been once considered 
by a selection board,” is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

“and until January 1, 1938, officers in the 
upper three-sevenths of the grades below 
Brigadier General, subject to selection as 
established by the first section of this Act, 
shall be eligible for consideration by selec- 
tion boards without regard to length of ser- 
vice in grade: Provided, That except as here- 
in otherwise provided, no officer of the 
Marine Corps shall be ineligible for con- 
sideration by a selection board or for pro- 
motion by reason of completion of length of 
commissioned service or because of age, 
without having at least once been considered 
by a selection board and if selected shall 
be eligible for promotion: Provided further, 
That officers of the Marine Corps of the 
grade of second lieutenant and above, except 
those appointed or serving as Major Com- 
mandant, as Assistant to the Major General 
Commandant, as the head of a staff depart- 
ment, or whose names appear on an eligible 
list for appointment as head of a staff de- 
partment, shall not serve on duty in the 
Marine Corps Headquarters, Washington, 
District of Columbia, more than four out of 
any eight consecutive years unless the Presi- 
dent shall determine that the public interests 
so require. 

Sec. 2. That Section 16 of the said Act of 
May 29, 1934 (48 Stat. 811) be and the same 
is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 3. That officers of the Marine Corps 
in the grades of lieutenant colonel and major 
who prior to June 30, 1935, have completed 
the designated periods of service for their 
respective grades, shall retain their eligi- 
bility for consideration for selection until 
June 30, 1936, and such officers who on that 
date are not on a promotion or retention 
list shall be transferred to the retired list: 
Provided, That a selection board appointed 
as provided by law shall be convened im- 
mediately after the approval of this Act 
which board, in recommending for promo- 
tion the number of officers of the grades of 
lieutenant colonel and major directed by the 
Secretary of the Navy in accordance with law, 
shall recommend from the officers now on 
the active list in those grades, four officers 
of the grade of lieutenant colonel and nine 
officers of the grade of major, who held 
commissions in those grades, respectively, on 
May 28, 1934. 


As introduced in the House the Ma- 
rine Corps bill is designated as HR 
12032. In the Senate a similar measure 


was introduced by Senator Walsh and 
designated as S. 4871. Senator Walsh, 
in offering the bill, submitted a mem- 
orandum explaining the bill as follows: 

The effect of the amendments to section 10 
of the Marine Corps Personnel act of May 
29, 1934, as now drawn, provides: 

(a) That until January 1, 1938, officers in 





the upper three-sevenths of the grades of 
first lieutenant, captain, major, lieuteant 
colonel, and colonel will be eligible for con- 
sideration by selection boards without re- 
gard to length of service in grade; but that 
on and after that date all officers subject 
to selection will be required to serve 4 years 
in grade (3 years for first lieutenants) be- 
fore becoming eligible for consideration by 
selection boards, as is now the case with 
officers of the line of the Navy. 

(b) That no officer of the Marine Corps 
will become ineligible for consideration for 
selection or for promotion by reason of 
length of commissioned service or by age 
without having been at least once considered 
by a selection board. This makes eligible 
for promotion captains in the Marine Corps 
who have been placed on a promotion list, ap- 
proved by the President, regardless of age. 

(c) That officers of the Marine Corps of 
the grade of second lieutenant and above, 
except the Major General Commandant, the 
Assistant to the Major General Commandant, 
the heads of staff departments, and officers 
on eligible lists for appointment as head of 
a staff department, a maximum of eight 
officers, shall not serve on duty in Marine 
Corps Headquarters, Washington, D. C., more 
than 4 out of any 8 consecutive years unless 
the President shall determine that the pub- 
lic interests so require. 

Section 2 repeals section 16 of the Marine 
Corps Personnel Act of May 29, 1934, which 
provides: 

(a) For the involuntary retirement of not 
to exceed 11 majors and 6 lieutenant colonels 
in any one year who have failed of selection 


and who have completed the designated 
periods of service prescribed in the basic 
Navy selection law. 


(b) For the removal of the restriction on 
pay on promotion of certain officers of all 
grades. 

Section 3 provides: 

(a) That no majors or lieutenant colonels 
may be involuntarily retired until June 30, 
1936, and shall until that date retain their 
eligibility for selection. 

(b) That a special selection board shall 
be convened immediately after the passage 
of this act for the purpose of considering 
the cases of eligible majors and lieutenant 
colonels; that this board shall select four 
lieutenant colonels and nine majors from 
among the officers in the respective grades 
now on the active list who held commissions 
in said grades on May 28, 1934.

Commissioning USNA Graduates 
Editor, ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

I have noticed that you published the 
Navy Department report on bill H, R 
10,100 which provides for commissiop. 
ing Naval Academy graduates of the 
class of 1934. 

Inasmuch as the Department’s report 
is based on an error in which they 
have confused the conditions affecting 
both the classes of 1934,. and 1933, great 
injustice has been done to those af. 
fected. 

The report puts the class of 1934 in 
the conditions that affected the class of 
1935, and the class of 19338 is put under 
conditions that existed for the class of 
1934. Further it states that these condi- 
tions attributed to the class of 1933 as 
sullicient for calling back its members 
who resigned. In as much as these con- 
ditions actually existed for the class of 
1934, the report if corrected for the 
proper classes, actually recommends the 
proposed legislation. 

There are many people in the Navy 
who, having been advised of the truth, 
feel that °34 has not been treated fairly, 
and publishing such an erroneous report 
discredits our cause, 

By looking in the records it can be 
verified that it was the class of 1934 
which was faced with uncertainty right 
up to the day before graduation. The 
reports attributes these conditions to the 
class of 1933, and states that they were 
suflicient for calling back its members 
who resigned. 

It was the class of 1935 which knew 
for a year that all its qualified members 
would be commissioned. If this had been 
true for the class of 1984 we would not 
be requesting this legislation, principally 


because 101 men would not have beep 
dropped.

Temporary AC Rank 
Editor, ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

I noticed under your “This Week” 
column in your issue of March 21 that 
Congress will soon have before it a bill 
to modify the law governing temporary 
promotion for Air Corps ollicers. 

I understand that this bill is similar 
to the one proposed last year by Mt. 
McSwain. This bill provided that all 
temporary promotion be by seniority iD 
grade to percentages allowed by law for 
field grades up to Colonel with selective 
appointment for general officers as now 
provided by law. 

This revision should also eliminate 
advancing any oflicer two grades except 
to grade of General. Certainly such 4 
practice is unnecessary and has caused 
untold harm during the short peti 
this law has been in effect. 

The Air Corps has become a hous 
divided and the friction and hard fel 
ing caused by the unjust application 
the law will require many years to ove™ 
come, 

The only fair application of temporal 
rank is to amend the law and requifé 
that senior officers in each grade be pr 
moted. Otherwise favoritism will com 
tinue which will only prove very det 
mental to the service. Once senior 
cers receive temporary promotion they

Army Advanced Rank 

Considering at the request of the 
House Military Affairs Committee legis- 
lation granting advanced rank to the 
commanders of the field armies and the 
Panama and Hawaiian Departments, 
the Comptroller General has suggested 
amendment of the measure to assure 
that officers holding these posts do not 
retire with the advanced rank. 

The bill, HR 9669, introduced by Rep- 
resentative Tilman B. Parks, would pro- 
vide that ofticers commanding’ the 
Hawaiian and Panama Canal Depart- 
ments would have the rank of general 
and draw the pay of major general and 
a personnel money allowance of $2,200 
a year. Officers designated to command 
the field armies would while serving 
receive the pay of a major general and 
the personal allowance of $500. How- 
ever, after their tour they shall revert to 
their regular rank and receive only the 
pay and allowances of such rank. 

The language as to the relative ranks 
is identical with the Navy law, the 
Comptroller said. It is specifically pro- | 
vided, he continued, that upon detach- 
ment from the command the officers 


| 





shall return to their regular rank in the 
Army with pay and allowances of their 
regular rank in the Army and these offi- 
cers would subsequently retire with the 
rank and pay of their permanent grade. 
He points out, however, that the bill con- 
tains no express provision relating to the 
retirement privilege which would inure 
to officers who might be retired during 
the period of command the rank of gen- 
eral or lieutenant general. 


Recalling Remey vs. U. S. (383 Ct. 
Claims 218), the Comptroller General 
said that if any officer retired while 


serving as a lieutenant general or gen- 
eral he would be entitled to and would 
be retired in the grade of lieutenant 
general or general. It might be held that 
he would be entitled to retired pay based 
on the pay of such rank, he said. 

“If this office is correct in its assump- 
tion that it is not the intention of your 
committee to bestow upon officers de- 
signed to command under the terms of 
Hk 9°69 who might be retired while so 
serving retired benefits in excess of 
those to which they would become en- 
titled after detached from such com- 
mands,” he wrote, “it is suggested as de- 
sirable that the bill be amended by add- 
ing a proviso substantially as in the act 
of Aug. 29, 1916, relative to the change 
of Navy officers.” 

The War Department in a letter to 
the House Military Committee opposes 
enactment of the bill at this time. 





Supplemental Navy 
Appropriations 

Seven supplemental estimates of ap- 
propriations for the Navy Department 
for the fiscal year 1936, totalling §$2,- 
252,225.20 were submitted to the House 
of Representatives, March 19, by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

A sum of $750,000 is provided for pro- 
curement of new boilers in certain ves- 
sels required for continuous service. It 
has been determined that it would be 
more economical and efficient to renew 
these boilers instead of repairing them 
because of the danger of explosions, if 
repaired, Installation of the boilers 
would cost $100,000, according to the 
estimate. 

An increase in the average price of 
fuel oil requires an additional appro- 
priation of $750,000 to procure the full 
number of barrels of fuel oil necessary 
for the operation of the fleet. 

Provision for expenditure of $556,000 
for construction and improvements on 
six public-works projects is made. The 
Navy Yard at Mare Island, Calif.: Na- 
val Operating Base, Norfolk, Va.; Naval 
Torpedo Station, Newport, R. 1.; Naval 
Proving Ground, Dahlgren, Va.; Fleet 
Air Base, Pearl Harbor, Ilawaii, will be 
affected. 

A sum of $95,000 is also provided to 
meet the rising cost of rations in the 
Marine Corps.

Shipbuilding in America 

On February 1, 1936, American Ship- 
yards were building or under contract 
to build for private shipowners 142 ves- 
sels aggregating 119,121 gross tons com- 
pared with 132 vessels aggregating 118,- 
715 gross tons on January 1, 1936. The 
tonnage was distributed as follows: 

Steam and motor, steel—seagoing, 
1,000 gross tons and over, 9 vessels to- 
taling 57,000 tons; all coasts, 100 to 999 
gross tons, 15 vessels totaling 6,256 tons. 

Unrigged, steel—all coasts, 100 gross 
tons and over, 114 totaling 54,965 tons. 

Steam and motor, wood—all coasts, 
100 gross tons and over, 3 totaling 700 
tons. 

Unrigged, wood—all coasts, 100 gross 
tons and over, 1 to 200 tons. 





Automobile Allowance 

Sentiment in favor of providing an 
allowance for personne] of the armed 
services who use their privately owned 
automobiles on Government business is 
growing in Congress. 

Members who have studied the pro- 
posal are convinced that justice de- 
mands that officers and men be compen- 
sated for gasoline and oil and wear and 
tear on their automobiles when the 
proper performance of their duty re- 
quires its use on Government business. 
The one difficulty which has been block- 
ing the matter is as to devising a satis- 
factory method of giving the compensa- 
tion, and some members while urging 
consideration of the proposal hesitate to 
endorse any particular plan. 

“Officers and men who spend their 
own money for automobiles and for gas 
and oil for use on Government business 
should be entitled to some reimburse- 
ment,” Representative John J. Delaney, 
of New York, a Democratic member of 
the Naval Affairs Committee said this 
week. “The Government should not be 
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niggardly in the matter. The question 
should be studied.” 

“I would be glad to consider the ques- 
tion of granting an allowance to per- 
sonnel of the Army who use their pri- 
vate automobiles on Government busi- 
ness,” said Representative Lister Hill of 
Alabama, ranking majority member of 
the House Military Committee. 
“Whether or not a plan can be devised 
which would be fair to the Government 
and to the officers and men concerned, 
I am not prepared to say, but it would 
be a good idea to study the question.” 


Investigate Air Purchases 

The special subcommittee of the 
House Military Committee investigating 
War Department procurement has un- 
derway a probe of certain purchases of 
aeroplane accessories, it was learned 
this week. 

While no details could be secured it 
was learned at the Capitol that a com- 
plete investigation was being made of 
accessories purchases. During the last 
session of Congress, the subcommittee 
devoted «a great deal of time to the ques- 
tion of War Department methods of pur- 
chasing aircraft, but of late apparently 
has been occupied principally with prob- 
ing sales of surplus property. The avia- 
tion investigation has been carefully 
kept secret, although it is now nearly 
completed, it was learned.

Supplemental Army 
Appropriations 

President Roosevelt, March 19, trans- 
mitted to the House of Representatives 
a letter containing five supplemental 
estimates of appropriation for the War 
Department, totaling $5,080,000, for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1936. A sum 
of $38,740,000 is required to meet a de- 
ficiency in the regular Army’s sub- 
sistence appropriation due to the rising 
prices of food. Also $209,000 is provided 
for pay of cadets in the Military Acad- 
emy in 1936 because of an increase from 
an average of 1236 cadets to approxi- 
mately 1500. A sum of $391,000 is pro- 
vided for deficiencies incurred and to be 
incurred for subsistence of cadets, pay 
of civilian employees and additional 
costs for maintaining and operating the 
Military Academy prior to enrollment of 
a new class of cadets in July, 1936, 

Two other sums, one for $140,000 for 
appropriation for reroofing and repair 
of ammunition magazines at the Curtis 





Bay Ordnance Depot and the other for 
$600,000 for alterations and additions to 
life-saving equipment on vessels of the 
Army transport Service. 





Panama Treaty 

After hearing Secretary Hull and 
other State Department representatives 
this week, the Senator Foreign Rela- 
tions committee has set April 1 as the 
date for hearing representatives of the 
Army and Navy regarding the recently 
drawn treaty with Panama. The hear- 
ings are all in executive session and 
even the text of the Treaty has not yet 
heen made public. 

It is understood that the Treaty pro- 
vides for an annual payment by the 
United States to Panama of 430,000 
Balboas (Panamanian currency), which 
amounts to a little more than the $250,- 
000 formerly paid in American dollars 
before the dollars were devaluated. 
Other features of the treaty, it is said, 
include abrogation of American right to 
intervene in Panama to maintain order: 
renunciation of American right to ac- 
quire additional land by eminent domain 
and substitution of the right to purchase 
such land; provision for a Panamanian 
corridor to Colon and an American cor- 
ridor to Madden Dam; and provision for 
construction of a trans-Isthmian high- 
way. 


Air Reserve Training Corps 

The House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee this week reported favorably on 
IIR 11969, “to promote national defense 
by organizing the Air Reserve Train- 
ing Corps.” 





Honor General Mitchell 
The Senate Military Affairs Com- 
mittee yesterday voted to report out 
favorably the bill to award posthum- 
ously the Medal of Honor to the late 
Brig.

The daily average volume of Feder, 
Reserve bank credit outstanding during 
the week ended March 18, as reporte 
by the Federal Reserve banks, wag $2. 
478,000,000, an increase of $4,00,(— « 
compared with the preceding week and 
of $17,000,000 compared with the Corre. 
sponding week in 1935. 

On March 18 total Reserve bank credit 
amounted to $2,485,000,000, an increase 
of $12,000,000 for the week. This jp. 
crease corresponds with an increase of 
$678,000,000 in Treasury cash and de 
posits with Federal Reserve banks, of. 
set in part by decreases of $642,000.09 
in member bank reserve balances ang 
$22,000,000 in nonmember deposits ang 
other Federal Reserve accounts and 4 
increase of $3,000,000 in monetary gold 
stock. Member bank reserve balances 
March 18 were estimated to be $23, 
000,000 in excess of legal requirements, 

Relatively small changes were re 
ported in holdings of discounted ang 
purchased bills and industrial advances, 

An increase of $50,000,000 in holdings ¢ 

United States bonds was offset by de 
creases of $40,000,000 in holdings ¢ 
Treasury notes and $10,000,000 in holi Look 
ings of Treasury bills.
